Busy and noisy 

Controlling Oceana

Many know Virginia Beach^ Naval Air Nation 
(NAS) Oceana as a home of military might and a 
source of irritating noise. But to Lt. Cmdr. Ricterd 
Morrison, wto is in charge oi air traffic control 
at NAS Oceana, it is one of the busiest miUtary 
airfields in the world. 

'If you want to be busy, this is tte place to to," 
said Morrison. His command is responsible for Isnd- 
ing more than 230 aircraft from tte 23 squadrons 
btwsed at tte base. 

During its most congested montte this year, tte 
airfield handled 12,790 operations in February and 
12,026 in April. Morrison said tte base averages 
on takeoff or landing every three minutes. 

Morrison has beoi in toe air traffic control bes- 
teeas ibr most of Wb a» years in tte Mai^- ii* a^ 
listed at 17 and served with a transportation wing 
based in Hawaii daring the Korean War. In 1960 
te was accepted into Officer Candidate Sctool in 
Newport, R.I. During the Viet Nam conflict te serv- 
ed aboard the USS America. 

Bued at NAS Oceana for the last two years, Mor- 
ris<m is in charge of Air Traffic Control. He des- 
cribed the men under his command as a uniqiie breed , 
of Navy men, highly trained by the Navy and toW- 
ii^ civilian air traffic controller licenses. After tteir 
military service many take civilian jobs with com- 
mercial airports. 

From the cortrol tower and radar center, Mor- 
rison's command is responsible for air traffic as 
far away as 60 to 100 miles, from 23,000 feet to Um 
ground. Jets, prop planes and telicofitera all utilise 
the base, each requiring a differeirt landing speed and 
control. If a 747 commercial airliner ted to make 
an emergency landing in tte Hampton Bonds area, 
(NAS) Oceanswould te the only airpwt with a kng 
enough runway (^patde of handling tte crisis. 

Sometimes Morrison brings his wife, Jane, andtteir 
three daughters, Carol, 13, Julie, 11, and Paula, 8, 
to the base to watch him work. 

Does Morrison ever fear he will teve an aircraft 
crack up on tte runway? "Yes," tesaid, "all tte time," 
especially when it gets busy. A memter of NAS 
Oceana's Fire D^tartment estimated ttet six or se- 
ven crashes occur a year ttet retire teing re- 
ported. 

Runway Numter Five — which runs nortteast to 
southwest — handles more than SO per cent of NAS 
Oceana's air traffic, fanndUng aircraft towards Green 



Run and ScarbonH^ Square on Holland Road, where 
most of tte complaints about noise come from. 

Dnriag a year, an average of 400 to 500 com- 
idalats are processed through Morrison's office. Five 
times ttet many are piioned into the tese, but the 
caller will decide not to leave his name. 

Morrison follows iq> each complaint to see if the 
problem can te corrected. Most complaints deal with 
nigU flig^, and as a rule, no traini^ is scheduled 
after 11 p.m. Nevertheless, flights returning from car- 
rier operations and training at Fentress Airfield in 
Chesapeake often disturb the night. 

Morrison said ttet mo^ complaints were found 
to te tte result of the afterburner blast after take- 
off. Pilots are required to cut tack their thrust 
once reaching a speed of 250 knots, an altitude of 
1000 feet or tte en^ of the tase's land ar^. Pilots 
found to te guilty of leavii^ tteir aftertmrners on 
too long nsually were pre-occm^ed with radio com- 
munications or gauge readings when ttey over-short 
civilian tensing, Morrison said. 

"There is no way a jet aircraft can te^et," 
Morrison said, but he felt that noise levels rt jrts 
ted been decreased with the Introduction of the F-14 
Tomcat. Tte F-4 Phantom, the Navy's mainstay 
tighter for years, is a fixed wing aircraft which 
Itterly has to force its way throng the air, re- 
qniri^ more speed to take off and land, thus the need 
tor Increasing jet thrust. The F-14 can sweep iU 
wings, create more lift, land at slower speeds and 
use Iras power to remain airtome. 

The noisiest area around NAS Oceana is the base 
itself and ttose resident areas located in direct paths 
of the runways. These areas are largely saturated 
with military personnel who work on the base. 

NAS Oceana has been in Virginia Beach since the 
1940s when the area around the base was largely 
rural. The city grew up around the airfield and with 
the introduction of jets in the '50s, tte noise levels 
Increased. Morrison said he often gets calls from 
land developers asking about noise levels in proposed 
development arras. He said he is always teppy to 
rrapond to such inquirira hewing to discourage build- 
ing projects in hravily traffic areas. 

Tte Navy hopes to g^ money from Congress to 
boy iQ) land in nrarby arras to prevent future de- 
irelcpment. 

Otherwise, tte land would te continned to te farm- 
ed for, after all, Morrison said, "Com staUts don't 
mind tte noise."

Yon bave been the victim of crime tUs year — 
even if you bavoi't faced a hostile guo or luiife. The 
crime is «hite collar crime, m insidious parastte 
that victimites coesnmers to the tune of bilUoiis <a 
dollars a year, tt hampers bosiiiesses ud «eakea$ 
oar ecoQomice sys^ss, and all irf as pay the ^Ke. 
Yet white collar crime do^a't proytdie the out- 
cry tiiat viol«it ertee does. The muted reason by 
citluiis and policymakers alilie is due to the enig- 
matic Batare of «hite coUar crime, which aocqU- 
pass«i a nsi assortment of specific acts. For ex- 
ample, emblesslement and theA i>y employees, crimes 
committed by flmis against th«ir customers — fraud, 
violatioas of aatttrust laws — crimes committed by 
castomers antast firms — shofiUfting and counter- 
feiting — all are white collar crimes. Others involve 
crooked dealings by professionals or the "rippingoB" 
ot government programs like welfare, meiticare and 
securities frauds. Hoonding oat the list of white aA- 
lar crimes are laomie tax evasiui, illegal gfamUing 
and ordinary crimes ooramltCedtn atxoimerclalcoii- 
teit och as ars(M> to collect tasirance. 

Yet ia qiite ot its broad stxipe and economic signi- 
Ucaaet, wUte collar crime still raaks Jardownoa Oe 
public's jHTiortty list of national problems, if it makes 
the list at all. Iliis attttndecaabeattribrted to sever- 
al ihetors: white collar crime tcadte to beia^ersoaal, 
with 00 qiecillc victim; ratter ttw victim is the govA 
emment or a bge iw^toticB. And often the wUte 
collar criminals ratioBalise thtir actions tqr claiming, 
"I didnt hurt anyone — 1 ]ast beat the system." 
The targets nt irittte ctdlar wtaie have no faces, 
and this fhcekessoess places the losses frmn such 
crimes in a remote context.

One of tfcem has been driving a school bus lor 28 
years. Two others have 26 years experience, another 
23 years and two more have spent 22 y^rs takii« 
children back and torth to school. All plan to^dd 
more years to this nearly 150-year total. They are 
Ida Whitehurst. Betty Owens, Bessie Bell, Lillian 
Waff, Lucy McCoy and June Gavin, bus drivers with 
Virginia Beach Public Schools. 

TU be driving next year," says June Gavin who 
laughingly added that she could amass 17 more years 
experience before she reaches retirement age. The 
other five ladies also indicated plans to be back in 
the bus driver's seat when school opens in S^em- 
ber. 

As the six chat about their years of transporting 
students from home to school and back, the enjoy- 
ment they derive from their work is obvious. 

They say they like the lact that the drivers at 
their schools work as a team and if one driver 
needs any type of assisUnce, the others are al- 
ways reai^ to help. They also find great satisfac- 
tion in watching their passengers grow up. 

"It's fun to watch the kids grow up that have rid- 
den on my bus. Some of them work in the schools 
now as teachers, principals or assistant princi- 
pals," Jnne Gavin says. Lucy McCoy adds, "I have 
had 22 beautiful years driving a bos. Some (rf the 
kids riding my bus now are tiie children of stu- 
dents who used to ride with me." 

Although they now enjoy their j(*s, the women 
admit that they were hesitant about accepting their 
positions initially. The thought of muealreriBg a 
vehicle as large as a bus was rather frl^htenii^. 

"When I picked up the bus and looked at tte back 
of it, I wasn't sure I ccMild (to it," Ma Whitehurst 
laughed. 

Most of them were enciraraged to accept the jobs 
by friends or relatives, and all vere influenced by 
the fact that they could take their younger children 
with them on the rms ratter tkait having to hire a 
babysitter. ' 



"The assistant principal of Kenqtsvilte High School 
told me they needed a driver, and a friend talked 
me into trying it," Lucy McCoy recalled. 

Betty Owens r^laced an uncle who was driving 
for old Union Kempsville High School and who qnlt 
because of poor health. Bessie Bell, Betty's sister, 
became a bus driver about the same time with a 
little encouragement from Betty. 

"At first I refused but finally decided to try it," 
Betty Owens noted. 

A ne{diew suggested that Ida Whitehurst apply for 
a bus driver's job. "I wanted something to do when 
my s<»i started to school but didn't want somethii^ 
that would prevent me from being home 'when he 
was," she commented. 

A minister started June Gavin on her 22-year 
career. He drove a bus, and when he decided to ipiit 
he asked June to replace him. 

Lillian Waff began drivii% shortly after she was 
widowed when slw discovered that she coaiA take 
her younger children with her cm the runs. 

"Mr. Charles (the assistant prii^ipal of Keliips- 
vllle High School at that time) brought the bus to me. 
I drove it to the school and have been driving ever 
since," she exidained. 

In spite of their initial misgivings atwut being able 
to handle a bus, all of the women have established en- 
viable driving records, none having had a major ac 
cideot. 

As could be expected, the years of driving have 
supplied the six drivers with amusing memories. 

Lillian Waff still chockles as she remembers the 
day (Mie of the sitting hens from her farm got onto 
the bus without her knowing it and settled down on 
one of the back seats. She wasn't awire of its pres- 
ence until the first riders got on the tms. 

"They told me there was a hen cm the seat and 
she wouldn't let anyone sit down," Lillian laughed. 

She solved the probelm by tying the hen to the 
emergency brake until she arrived at school and she 
could get her son to take the hen home.

When Virginia Beach's July beat begins to make 
one ter»l like they're wraH>ed in soggy wool blankets, 
wbe can be blamed for donaiag tni^s and Joing a 
swimming team? 
Or better yet, why otA coftCk a swimming team? 
For Mary Lee Hadley, 23, and Snste Myers, 22, 
both of Virginia Beack, the answer was an »sy CKie. 
And though they admit to a tove of the sun and out(k)or 
sports, they acknowledge that the idea of working with 
kids on a team basis was an appealii^ one. They now 
coach tbe co-ed swimming t«im at the private Alanton 
Pool. 

"I love it because you're doing it with kids," says 
Miss Myers, the assistant ccach. And I love kids.- 
H^d Coach Hadley agrees that the kids siqqdy a 
lot of the reward she gets out of c(»cfalDg. Miss Bad- 
ley has learnedaspeciall>reedoftoleranceu)d patience 
by doiag her basic training as a &d grade teacher 
at HewtowB Etattientary School. "This is my seccnd 
ynr here," she.^ysraddij% that disciplining the team 
was never wy trouble despite the fact there are 26 
team m^nbers between the ages of four to 17. 
"1 geoeraUy iatke the t-ynr-olds and under and 
Mary Lee takes the older ones," says Miss Myers. 
Tte atmosphere of any pool in the heat of summer 
is aUn to Dante's description of the descent into tbe 
seventh cu-de of Hell what with the bawling of the 
young babes and the blarii^ of the FM radios and the 
general hulAub of the water -fighting. Clearing the pool 
during the team's practice hour each day at 11 a.iii. 
in what is normaUy steimy heat, is not an easy Job 
but tile Alanton coaches go about their job coolly and 
efficiently. 

TlKB, for one hour a day, coaches Hadley and Myers 
drill their squad, lap after lap in varied swimming 
styles, timii^ them -- boys and girls mixed together- - 
assigning penalty laps for straying over the time al- 
lotted in each hrat, making sure the team is gating 
a good overall workout. 

"Everylwdy can't get into every meet," says Coach 
Hadley, "Iwt everybody gets in a meet sometime 
in tlie season." , 

The Virginia Beach Swim League,-- which consists 
of six teaais including the Pembnfte Meadows, Green 
Rub and Carolanae Farm Swim Clubs — proD<^ 
a rpond-robin seri^ of dual me^ between all the 
teams in the -league and concludes the season in 
Ani^t with a championship swim meet. The Alantne 
Clab, then luder Coach Randy Sterling, won the city 
title ift iS^Z and 1973, lutd wa% first nuiaers-q> 
last s^soR in Miss Hadl^s first year as coach. 
Ad^tiMiaUy last year, the Alanton squad woo the 
swim-a-loi« sponsored by the Neptune Festtval. 

"Tou had to swim one mile without stqpfdog," re- 



calls Coach Hadley with a trace of pride, "EverytMe 
on the team made it, even my S-year^olds. Some of 
them vent an hour and a half with<Mit ^(^ng." 

Craditionlng is a Ug part of swimming, and the 
training regimen rivals that of the track sprinter or 
lo^-dudance rwMr. By the time Coach Hadley's 
swiraqters have teistol their hour of practioi, they've 
swam a good mile. And tkey do this five (toys a we^, 
not rauntii^ the practice they put in on their own time 
and many (k>, with the dedication of swimmers with 
Olympic aspirations. 

"I hope it's first in their minds," says Coach Had- 
ley, fflindfal of what summer means to the adolescent. 
"But it's summer, and they've got summer school 
and baseball oa their minds, too. Ttey iM>rk hard for 
it." 

Coack Hadley comes Crora a swimming Beach tomily. 
Her sister, Shirley, 16, is on the squad, but B-year- 
old brotter Billy swims tor the Pripcess Anne Coun- 
try Ckib, where Miss Hadley first got into the sport, 
"He started when he was four," she reports. 

Coach Hadley graduated from First Colonial High 
School ai^ Elpn Collie. Her collie alma nater, 
tha^i, had no swimming team. 

Assistant Coach Myfers is an FC alumnus as well 
but ^d her coUege work at Saq Diego 9ate, where 
she Boioni ia physical education. Miss Myers swam 
in coUege intramurals but never competed at the in- 
tercollegiate level. She sp^ a lot of time inlife- 
gtiard at Alanton Pool. "If I can get my credentials 
I'm hailing I can tf»ch at the Gymstrada School next 
year," says Miss Myers, fte wwly t^iened gymnas- 
tics school at ParUameid Drive instructs young girls 
fn»B the ^e of 7 to 14. 

The coaddag duo have l>een wUpfniv the Alanton 
Club into stable this early part (rf tbi summer in 
anticipation of tteir ctaal meet season.

Meanwhile, the coaches are busy training their squad, 
bosy Biviiig the best effort from the swimmers and 
exactteg penalty laps after practice from thos« who 
iH.

Songs tike T-Sve Lett^llHl 
and musical stars such as Bill Haley 
and the Comets were popular, and after 
the sock hop or the ferry ride, girls 
had to be home by 11 p.m. 

That year also marked the first grad- 
uating class of Princess Anne High 
School, formed one year earlier by the 
merger of old Kempsville, Creeds and 
Oceana High Schools. 

Saturday night in Virginia Beach, 127 
of tttose gradjates of Princess Anne 
High School and Doumar's Drive-in Re- 
staurant had ttieir first reimion, some 
seeing each other for the first time 
in 20 years. 

"We've gotten better looking," said 
9)irley Jackins (now Mrs. Thomas Mc 
Crea) of Philadelphia, Pa.

Trained to run *e ei^ipment whidi 
lirrics the rescue v^icles with t»» Emer- 
guKy Medical Coronary Office at Vir- 
ginia Beach General Hospital and give 
specialized first aid, tt»ese technicians 
are called into any emergency crisis 
involving the heart. Sincebegiflningeper- 
ations 21 months ago, the cardiac tech- 
nicians have answered more than 1,800 
calls and the morality rate of arrival 
at hospitel emergency rooms has drop- 
|»ed from 15 per cent to 8 per cent. 

"You know Genesis says the Lord 
breatfied into man and gave him life," 
Forbes commented as he demonstrated 
nrwuth-to -mouth resuscitetiontedwiques 
on a plastic model. Fort>es became in- 
terred in rescue work seven years 
ago because he wanted to benefit the 



community. After taking an enner^ncy 
medical technicians course he apj^i^ 
for advanced courses in canliac care 
and ¥»ent on to become a cardiac tech- 
nician. 

When he is not wording for bis father 
at Forbes Candies or riding ttie rMCue 
vehicles, Forbes gives first aid demon- 
strations on how to treat J»art atteck 
victims. 

He described three types ol exis- 
tence - life, clinical death and biolo- 
gical death. The latter case cannot be 
revi^^, btrt in clinical deaththe victim s 
vital functions can be continued until 
arriving at the hospitel for Intensive care. 
To date 16 people have been saved by 
the Beach's cardiac technicians.

movie attendance record in history. Accord- 
ing to Madon Ware, area manager for ABC 
Uieatres, 59,000 p^ie have seen the movie 
playiac at tbe PembnAe One In the Pem- 
bn4» Mall. Tbe largest previous attendence 
was 40,000 for "Tbe Enrcisf, and that was 
for the UAil nm. 

So far, "Jaws" has M>ld out every show. 
Ware said that pec^le were gettii% tieicets 
two hours before showtime. 

Tbe all-time iwx-<tf ice attendance holifer 
is "Tbe Godfather'. Ware suspects that 
"Jaws' will Iffeal^ that re<x>rd in three months. 
"This is a sq>er movie,' Ware said. "It 
may be five years l>^re another.' 

One yomv man has seen the movie 17 
times already, according to Ware. "He's 
be«i here every (hy." 



One question is: Can a 24 -foot great white 
shark terrorize Virginia Beach? 

According to Dr. Dick BadiBS of Woods 
Hole Oceanograi^iic Institution in Massa- 
chusetts, where the idea for one <rf ttie ma^ 
characters in "Jaws" avp^edly came from, 
it is possible. 

"The thing to ^ress is tbe rarity of 
swA an acc^iM," Backus emphasized. 

He eqdained that tbere are many species 
of fish ibhabiting coastal waters. If a shark 
is after a school of ooe species or another, 
be wUl follow it to shore. "A shark will 
go anywhere Oat's pit enough bwqrancy to 
ke^ it afloat,' Dr. Biickus said. 

In fact, an incident very similar to "Jaws' 
fictioalized tale actually occurred in 1916, 
aU t^ New Jersey shore, according to Bac- 



Ims. Four people were killed, all by one great 
wliite shark which was eventually cai^bt. 

However, peofrie siKwld be more afraid 
of getting into an autom<AUe than swimming 
in tbe ocean; Backus said. 

The last time a shark attacked a swim- 
mer in Virginia Beach was Aug. 16, 1973, 
when a 17-year-old boy was bitten on the 
arm by a blacktip shark. 

Other than that, no more than one or two 
shark attacks have been reported in Vir- 
ginia Beadi's modem history. 

The Virginia B^ch lifeguards have a stan- 
dard procedure in the event of a shark 
sighting. Bill Boyce, assistant to the recrea- 
tion superintendant, explained that the beach 
is immediately cleared until supervisors feel 
the shark is gone. 



A beadi had to tw closed once this year 
at Little Island Park for two hours follow - 
li^ a sightbig. No shark was definitely ident- 
ified, but precautions were taken; 

"Ever since the movie came out there's 
been a lot of kidding,' Boyce said, "tnit 
we take it very seriously." 

Tbe city's tourism department is not taking 
the wtole thing too seriously at all. "The 
shark ("Jaws") was so big and outrageous, 
you don't thii* of it as being in Virginia 
Beach,' James Ricketts, tourist development 
coordinator, said. 

He added that ttiere was not much talk 
alXMit any ^ed on tourism because of the 
film. 

However, Ricketts did have (me comment. 
"I thought the movie w ^ry as bell."

Fees hr (xdaetimg in- 
to Virginia Beacb water 
and sewer lines have been 
raised to help offset a 
11.2 million deficit in the 
city's water and sewer 
fund. 

City Coimcil an>rovedon 
first reading Monday an or- 
dinance increasing sewer 
line ciBmection fees by 35 
per cent anl water bocAup 
fees by 25 per cent. 

Presently, the sewer 
connection fee is (575 for 
the first 100 feet or por- 
tion thereof and $7.15 for 
each additional foot. After 
Aug. 1, the new rate will 
be $780 for the first 100 
feet and $9 for each ad- 
ditional fool. 

The fee for «niiractingto 
city water lines will l>e in- 
creased Aug. 1 from $«M 
to $500 for the first 100 
fe^. The charge of $4 for 
each additional foot will re- 
main the same. 

However, homeowners 
can get a break on the in- 
creased rate if they hook 
iiAo water or sewer lines 
within 60 days of their 
availability or from the ef- 
fective date of the ordi- 
nance. Residents connect- 
ii« then will pay $720 for 
sewer lines and $460 for 
water lines. 

Also, residents who have 
not signed a contract for 
connections can do so by 
Aug. 1 and pay the old 
rates. 

City Manager George 
Hanbury told Council Mon- 
day that collections for 
hookups into city sewer and 
water lines are far below 
previous years, "possibly 
a result of the decline in 
Uie building industry." 
Meanwhile, tbe cost of in- 
filing and maintaining the 
lines have increased, he 
said. 

As an example, Hanbury 
said tbe city recently in- 
stalled sewer lines in a

Vii^inia law requires 
homeowners to book into 
available sewer lines but 
tbe jv^iiremeM las been 
unenforced here due to lade 
of pensonael, Haniwry said.

ne ooBrtry doctor sees a big difleranee be- 
tween his practice today ar^ when ite lirM bepn. 
"In 1951 wh« p^jple came to see me they were 
TMlly sick," he remembered. He M^i«d that 
travi cwiltions were worse t^ mahtog it <W- 
flc^tor peq)le rther than the very ill totetothe 
time to visit the doctor. 

There was much less hos^taliiatioo tamrsM» 
then. Pe<^e simjiy ««M nrt aflord to sm adofe 
tor, and if they dW, they were usually tr«ted it 
hone or in the <^ce. Romm claims he has trrat- 
ed casM <* pmuflwnU, heart attack and i^n*.e 
in the home. 

Today, the *)ctor las an «u^r taA^ MMt <rf his 
(atients teve tospitilasatiott and can afford hos- 
piUl stays. He also can refer more patios to 
specialirfs. At one time Romm delivered 100 babies 
a ynr in the home. Now be sends obstetric pat- 
ints to see specialists, fracture cases to ortho- 
pedic surgeons and other sudi cases to doctors 
who have speitf more time taindling them. 

Romm likes having it easier. Tbe easy life was 
what \am^ him to Mtqpock in the first place. 
"When ! cane here I was more mterestcd in« 
way of life flat would give me the time to stady 
and do a little living," he said. 

"Country Uving Just appeals to me," he added. 

His pntieirt's from Virginia Beach are glad it 
appeals to him. Gladys Pritchard, 59, of 109 Hol- 
land Road, has be«i using Dr. Bomm since he be- 
gan imetice in 1951. 

"We think of him as family," she said. 

"He's just one of the nicest people," she added. 
"He's down to earth." 

Mrs. Pritchard eq>lained tbat if Dr. Romm cant 
handle a problem, he always refers her to the 
pnqwr doctor. Oie added that he has made house- 
calls anytime she needed help, day or night. 

Romm is more than just a doctor to the peo|de 
of this am. He is a Mend, blher-cotfessor and 
social «n>rker. 

Mrs. Glaihrs Stewart, 51, and her husband Lew- 
is, 52, have beM wiing Dr. Romm for 20 years. 
Mrs. Stewart, who Uves on Bmeilt Road in Chesa- 
peake, said, "We think he's very specUl." 

"The only thing we can say abwt him is nice 
thii«s," ^e added. 

One particular n%ht ^icks in Mrs. aewart's 
memory. Her husband was t^ing penicillin and 
had an aUergic reaction to tbe drug.

Gary Friedman led off for Virginia at 114.5-pounds 
with a win over Jersey's Eric Waters cm technical 
points. Freestyle wrestling allows for no more than 
two penalty warnings per writer in ea^ match. 
The wrestler peaalized forfeits the match if be is 
warned the third time. 

Scott Conkwrigtrt made a triumphant return to his 
alma mater — he had not ^H^stled in Virginia for 
five years — with a 2-1 win over Jersey's. Bob Pln- 
cus. Despite the Virginian's advantage in the lower 
weight classes, Plncus was slightly favor«d over the 
University of North Carolina a>phomore in the 125- 
pound weight class. 

The Virginians continued their domination of the 
lower weight classes in the match as Oklahoma State's 
Martin and Kempsville wrestling coach Keith Low- 
rance each easily won their bouts. Martin stomped

If I^er B. Man and ae Athletic and Forenisics 
^udy Committee that he heads have their way, ttere 
will be some drastic changes in scholastic athle- 
tics in Virginia beach. 

Marx's committee had its final report acc^ed 
by the School Board Toes<bky after a year-long ^udy 
tliat concluded that cmtraliaation of financing fCH-Ugb 
school athletics and elimination of the present jun- 
ior varsity programs in senior high schools would 
be necessary to provide schools who have losii% 
seasons with a bir lialance of athletic funds and to 
give students a wider range of varsity sports from 
which to cbo(»e. 

The report recommends that a central athletic 
fund be created along with the post of central athletic 
scheduling and funding will be talcen off the sboolders 
of school principals, Marx said. 

The report further concludes that some high school 
sports should be supported with tax money. High 
schools in Virginia Beach traditionally take care of 
their own teams with season gate receipts and no tax 
money. 

"Snpprae a s<Aool had a bad fO(Mball s^soa and a 
bwl year at tte gate," n»som Marx. "If the n<»ey 
inis channeled into a central fond every school cookj 
baiefit." 

Obviously, schools with wlonttf teams which make 
more mcmey from their ticket b4)>s will not r^Iize 
the extra profit under the committee's plan. In a 
letter acoompanytne the report, Harx stntei-ttat 



"several recommendations will prove to l>e coiArov- 
ersial and that diverse opinions will be teard con- 
cemii* them. We acc^ the fact that vested in- 
terests are involved here, also, but we know the board 
wUl do what is uttimately in tte best interests of 
oar children and our schools, after appropriate 
study.' 

Concerning the junior varsity programs, Marx said 
that, "As an economy move, we have to scrap tte 
junior varsity programs now. We're tryi^ to save 
the system money." He pointed out that the JV pro- 
grans made for "ladesirable dvUcation* in boys 
sports at the senior high school level. While giving 
studeMs -- particularly girls — fewer sports to 
play on a varsity level. 

The committee recommended that varsity soccer 
and girl's soitball be introchiced into the senior 
h^h schools om a varsity level. 
_,The report fartter si^ested coaches should be pro - 
*Vided for forensics in schools with varsity letters 
to be awarteJ for debate, extemporaneous speaking 
and original oratory and ruling. The committee also 
s^ested that idmissioa to h^ school eveMs be 
clarf ed wherever possible, and Oat tickets be scal- 
ed at the »me rates for aU sports in etch school. 

I^e Athletic and Forensics Study Committee is made 
iq> of 37 teachers, students and school principals, 
as well as the sports editon (tf the Virginia Bach 
^a and Norfoft Ledg«--^u-.

After the white (dastic letters anrwuncing the 
meeting are stashed away, Mrs. Peverall will be- 
gin building messages on the boards, upholding a 
tradition that has taken root in City Hall in the five 
years since the signs became a type of Ai» Landers 
for city employes. 

Most pieople frequenting the Administration Build- 
ing don't know where the sayings come from, but 
visitors can count on a fresh slice of homespun 
wisdom every week from the signs stationed at 
the frort and side doors of the building as well 
as the tollway in fnont of the City Manager's 
office. 

The practice originated live years ago, according 
to, Shirley Siarps, a secrrtary in General Services. 

At that time Council met only twice a n^nth, and. 
the Wack message boards looked despressingly bar- 
ren in the intenm. "We had to do something with 
those signs," she said, so the sayings were devel- 
oped.

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Rare lotus blossoms 
showcased at festival 



Tabernacle Creek will be the show- 
case for the beautiful yellow blossoms 
of the rare native American lotjs when 
the Virginia Beach Lofajs Festival opens 
this week. 

The 21st annual festival, sponsored 
by the Cape Henry Woman's Club, is 
timed to coincide with the blooming of 
the lotus during the last two weeks of 
July. This year's festival opens Sunday 
and continues through July 26. 

One of the last remaining stands of 
native American lotus grows in Taber- 
nacle Creek off Sandbridge Road across 
from Tabernacle United Methodist 
Church. The woman's club sponsors the 
festival as a tribute to the rare golden 
flower. 

A special service will be atthe. church 
across from the lotus gardens Sunday 
at 11 a.m. On July 24, a luncheon will 



be served at the gardens from 11 a.m. 
until 2 p.m. 

The club started the lotus festival 
in 1955 after adopting the native Amer- 
ican lotus as the club flower. Since then, 
the lotus gardens have been threatened 
by rising salt content in the water. In 
1%8, the club financed extensive dredg- 
ing of the creek to bring in fresh water 
and revive the lotus stand. 

The lotus on Tabernacle Creek, often 
confused with water I i Hies, arenotmem- 
bers of the lily family. Water lily leaves 
float on the water while the American 
lotus bloom on stalks above the water. 

The gardens are open year-round, 
althou{^ the flowers are at their peak 
during the festival. 

The woman's club owns the gardens 
and a small park ,with picnic tables at 
the site. The public is invited to use 
the picnic area.

; If she really wants to get riled at Vep- 
co, Mrs. Galloway pulls out a sheaf of 
old bills dating back to 1966. In August 
1966, she paid only $12.23for electricity 
for one month. June the same year was 
even lower, only $10.32. 

"We've got our home, and we've got 
our life savings sunk into it," she said. 
"What are you going to do? They burned 
effigies in North Carolina, and I think 
ttiat's the way it's going for the consu- 
mer." 

Mrs. Galloway, the mother of thrcse 
teenagers and a 5-year-old, said sb'"now 
reads her electric meter and cutL-uacic 
sharply on her use of appliances it it 
looks like the bill mig^t be bigger than 
the bankbook. 

She sat in her living room, which was 
draped against ttie sun, wearing shorts 
and a sleeveless top. A fan in the door- 
way of the room lifted the damp, heavy 
air. It was- 90 degrees outside. 

"I turned on the air conditioner yes- 
terday for the first time," she admitted. 
"Your clothes just stick to you." 

■IShe saidalotofhernei^orsinall- 
electric homes also are having problems 
paymg tt»e*V Vepro hills. "Just look 
around at Windsor Woods and vou s«<i 
more "for sale sign^ going up. I've^t 
a feeling V^co has a lot to do with it." 

Donna, who 
ju$t completed her junior yearatKeilam 
High School, agrees thatttie electric bills 
are staggering.

People able to 
dictate social services 



Thanks to a new feder- 
al law, tlie citizens of Vir- 
ginia Beacb can tell the 
Virginia government what 
social services they want 
to see offered in their co- 
mmunities. 

The new law requires 
each state to advertise its 
proposed social services 
program in newspapers 
every year Then the state 
must give its citizens an 
OKwrtnnity to comment !»- 
fore each proeram is put 
Into effect. The id^ is to 
make social service pro- 
grams more responsive to 
local needs and make the 



Mate accountable to the 
public rather than the fed- 
eral government. 

Each state decides for 
itself which services to 
include. 

The new law is Title XX 
of the Social Security Act, 
signed by President Ford 
Jan, 4. It calls for the sta- 
tes rather than the federal 
government to decide what 
services to offer, who is 
eligible and Imw the ser- 
vices will be distributed 
in each state. 

Virginia had to announ- 
ce their social services 
plan by July2. Individuals 
aiKi organizations liave 45 
days from that date to get 



their comments to thp si;^ 
te agency they're nonm-i^K 
ed with. ' 

Details aboit the plin 
are available from the Vir- 
ginia welfare office. 

Under previous federal 
rules, states had to offer 
any service on a state- *i- 
de basis. Now they will 
have greater freedom of 
choice as to what servii;es 
will be offered and where. 

However, federal money 
available to the stale isaot 
changed. Under a cciitiiiu- : 
ing 1972 law, anatioaaUm- 
nual ceiling of $2 5 billion 
in federal expenditures was 
established for soeiai ser- 
vices.

Fear ol water, and in particular, the irrational fear 
many people liave of swimming in deep water, is one of 
a numl)eroffrailities built into the human system. Most 
live with their particular iiane for all lives Mrs. Eileen 
BartroD, of 33^0 Belmont Court in Virginin Ppach, pre- 
fers teachlr^^ople to help overcomi- fears Hi water. 
For tlie past two weeks she's t)een holding classes for 
eight ladies at the tome of Mrs. Claudia Nettles at 
300 Kemp Lane in Chesapeake. 

After ID lessons, Mrs Bartron's ladies -- at least 
one of whom had never been able to so much ii ap - 
proacb water any deeper than bathtub-deep -- were 
swimming with ease around the Nettle stackyard pool 
One end of the pool dives to a 15-foot depth. 

"I used to t>e petrified of the water, " say$ Mrs. Pat 
Everton ofChesapeake. "There was just nowhere for us 
to learn." 

"She (Mrs. Bartron) has just got it,' says Rosa 
Sinclair, another member of the informal a«iinming 
class.' "She's very calm and reassuring. I never thought 
I'd dive in nine feet of water." 

Mrs. Bartron is active in the Norfolk YMCA's swim- 
ming {ntJgram, and has l>een active in teaching swim- 
ming for the past 20 years. Last month, she taught a 
class of more than 80 Tidewater 4th graders bow to 
swim and handle themselves in deep water. She came 
in contact with a good many of the children's mothers 
discovered how many of tbem could not swim becaqse of 
fear of water and organized her class at Mrs. Nettles' 
pool. 

"She had the pool so we had to let ber in," laughs 
Mrs. Bartron. 

Most of tbe ladies In Mrs. Bartron's class are mid- 
dle-aged housewives who had avoided the water out of 
a psychological fear of it, or because they had had lit- 
tle time to learn to swim and nowhere to practice on 
t<9 of that. 

"She's teaching ladies up to 49-years-old," says 
Mrs. Nettles, adding discreetly, "1 won't say who that 
is, though." 
. .. /.'-lUsisdrtiKlrartrw tMcfrold dogs ww tricks," one 
i^ss member said while lounging in the pool. 

"Not old dogs, old women," another corrected' with 
a lauKk. 

Mrs. Bartron i>egins ber adult classes with the ladies 
hanging onto the sideof the pool and practicing kicking, 
an important part of learning swimming technique. 
Next, she gets them to cross thepool from one side to 
the otter --on their tacks. 

"Most people have a difficult time learning this," she 
nplains. ' "There's somet(iing about gettii^ water in the 
nose " 

Probably the most harrowing part oftheclass -- they 
generally last one hour each day — comes when each of 
the women in the class must plunge into the deep part of 
the pool and swim to the far end unassisted. Judy Net- 
tles, 15, stands by with a long pole just in case. 

"What I have taught these ladies is the basic Red 
Cross i>eginner course," comments Mrs. Bartron. 
"Once they've finished it, they're supposed to be able 
to take care <rf themselves in deep water. " 

Whether or not the eight women enrolled in Mrs. 
Bartron's informal swimmii^ course could traverse 
the English Channel is dout^ful but their confidence in 
themselves has been boosted tremendously by their 
teacher's patlmce and skill. 

"I definitely feel more at ease in the water now," 
says Mrs. Jeaa Barlow, also-of Chesapeake. 

"We all agree that if it wasn't for Mrs. Bartron, 
we wouldn't tie in the water at all," said another mem- 
ber of the class.

Mrs. Everton goes a step farther in recommending 
swimming courses for adults. She believes that swim- 
ming instructkin should l>e a basic part of every child's 
schookc«rrt^lun\ ,1,- begipt^ijgiatjhe youngest po&ji^ 
ble stage of development. "There's more to life than 
reading, writing and arithmetic," she says. 'Wouldn't 
it be nice if this new Indian River elementary school 
had a pool so we could teach these kids early? That's 
what I'm pushing " 

Most of Mrs. Bartron's pupils, though, are elated at 
discovering a part of themselves hidden till now under 
a thick hide of childhood fears. As Mrs. Nettles said 
at the finish of the course, "We figure she's donea 
good job."

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Public defenders prepared 



There's a joke going arwnd the Public defender's 
office that employes be celebratiuf the nation's bic- 
entennial in the unemployment line. 

The Virginia Beach public defense project, which 
began in January 1973, is one of two eiperimental 
systems now operating in the state. 

The purpose of the experiment is to determine if 
it is feasible to replace the system of court ap- 
pointed council with a full-time public defender and 
full-time investigator and part-time assistance from 
other lawyers. 

The public defense office represents all people 
charged with crimes who can not afford an at- 
torney without undue hardship. 

The local project, as well as amrther in the Way- 
nesboro-Stanton area, will come before the next 
session of the Virginia Legislature for examination 
and possible extension. If it does not pass, the pro- 
ject will end in June' 1976, when the appropriated 
funds run out^ 

"I'm hopeful it will pass, that's all 1 can say," 
said Pete Legler, public defense attorney. 

There are now over 900 counties in the country 
that use some form of a public defense system. 
Two-thirds of the states have an operating or ex- 
perimental public defense system or are considering 
its use. 

Legler sees the public defender project as a vast 
improvement over the court appointed council sys- 
tem 

Under the old system, a person charged with a 
crime who can not afford a lawyer is appointed one 
by the judge. This private lawyer then has to work 
the case into his schedule and develop his case 
without the aid of an investigator. 

'In my opinion, it's just a waste of time," said 
Legler. 

Only criminal cases rated a court appointed law- 
yer under the old system, but the public defender 
project handles misdomeanors as well. "We are, 
in general, better prepared in the facts of a case 
than lawyers under the old system'T»uld be," said 
Legler 

In addition to Legler, the public defender pro- 
ject includes investigator Bill Campbell and at- 
torneys Virginia C Miller, Frederick B. Lowe and 
Donald E. Lee. 

Legler represents half of the adult cases, with 
Lowe and Lee defending the other half. Miller hand- 
les all juvenile cases. 

Eligibility for public defense is based on an in- 
dividuals income and financial obligations and is de- 
termined in a case by case method. 

In 1973, there were 911 aH)licants for public de- 
fense and 705 were accepted compared with 1,365 
applicants in 1974 and 961 who were accepted. This 
indicates a 50 per cent increase in applicants and 
a 31 per cent increase in the number of people made 
ineligible from 1973 to 1974. 

Legler charges that the current recession is par- 
tially responsible for the general upswing in numbers 
of cases. There has been a noted increase in thefl^ , 
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from 1973 to 1974, Legler said. 

Counts of burgulary increased from 55 to 143, 
and grand larceny increased from 49 to 65. 

Juvenile theft counts increased from 66 to 101. 
"Parents are tremendously responsible for the in- 
crease in juvinile crime," Legler said. "Thejr do not 
administer enoueh restraint " 

Legler said a large number of tlie cases he handled 
in 1974 were tor unemployed construction workers, who 
were one of the groups hit hard by the recession. 

Legler said opinion about the public defender system 
has been favorable. 

'The bar association doesn't say too much aboatlt, 
iHit the defendants seem satisfied with the service," 
L^ler said 

He quoted from the report to the governor and gen- 
eral assembly by the Public Defewler Commission that 
in a 1974 surrcy of judges, probation officers, chiefs 
. of police and attorneys, virtually all responding thought 
the public defender system was better than the old sys- 
tem. ^, ,. 

Legler said even though opinion was favorable, finan- 
ces would be the main opposition to the passage of the 
system by the legislature. 

■The new system is slightly more expensive than the 
old, " Legler said 

The project is financed through Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration (LEAA) which funds many 
new, experimental projects, and the Division of Jus- 
tice and Crime Prevention in Richmond. 

Legler said if the project does pass in the leg- 
islature, "it could take 100 yrars before it goes 
statewide." . . » . u 

In the meantime, Legler and his assistants take 
a lot of civic pride in their jobs. "We feel we're 
doii% something important," he said.

When there to rea- 
son to believe ttet a eUld to to need of specUl educa- 
tion services or i«en a child curreaUy receiving 
qwcial adncatioB services becomes tte sttf>Ject of 
iadivldiml evaluation procedurea (formal testing and 
assessment), advaace written penussioa for such pro- 
cedures shall te obtained btnn tte pareid.

Btackbeard the Pirate: 



is his treasure 
in Virginia Beach? 



In the early 18th century, when pirates terrori- 
Ked the open sea, the ship of Blackbeard the Pirate 
lurked off the waters of Virfinia Beach preying on 
innocent vessels. Legend has it that some of Black- 
board's treasure lies buried in a sand dune in Sea- 
shore State Park 



In 1718 Blackbeard was killed during a battle at 
sea. His death ended the deeds of one of the most 
feared i^ates in history. 

Historical accounts place Edward Teach's alias 
Blackbeard, birthplace in Bristol, Ei^land. His n^rae 
may have l>een Thatch but Teach is the more ac- 
cepted version. 

Bristol was notorious for spawning anumberof|Hr- 
ates. I 

Edward Teacb went to sea at an early age as a 
deck band. In 1716 the ]drate Benjamin Homigold 
placed Teach in command of his own sloop: Soon 
after, he was pursuing the career of Blackbeard 
the Pirate. 



Some historians portray Blackl)eard as a scoundrel. 
Others saw more gentlSmenly characteristics in the 
famed pirate Whichever type of person he was, his 
life was ao exciting, perilous one. 

Blackbeard's death was a fitting one for a man who 
lived such a glamourous life. It came in 1718. 

Lt. Robert Maynard of the British Royal Navy 
was dii^tcbed to Pamlico Sound, North Carolina 
where be was to attack Blackbeard's ship, The Ad- 
venture. Two ships. The Pearl and The Rauger, 
Maynard's ship, were sent. The Raider engaged The 
Adventure at Ocrocoke Inlet, Tbere the battle en- 
sued that ended in Blackbeard's death. 

The Ranger took the offensive, making a nra at 



Tbe Adventure. Noticing that Maynard's mm were 
accumidated tai one area on the deck ct their ship, 
Blackbeard ordered cannon fire directed at that 
spot. The shirts sent The Ranger's crew scvrying 
below ded(. liajmard himself traot to his cMn tor 
cover. It was BUckbeard's tun to take the of- 
fensive. He ran his ship close to The Ranger. Hand- 
grenades were tossed on The Ranger's deck and 
Blackb«ird himself led the assanlt onto the Ranger's 
deck. 



Maynard and Blackbeard tooght duri^ the battle. 
They fired pistols at each other from close range. 
Blackbeard missed, but Maynard's pistol ball landed 
trae. One pistol bnU (M not stop Blackbeard. The 
men doeled with eitflasses. Blackbeard tamekcd May- 
nard's cirtlass from his hand. He reared his am 
back to deliver the d^th blow when, sndde^, one 
of Maynard's men struck out and slit Blackbeard's 
throat. Even as he died, Blackbeard reached fbr an- 
other pistol, then staggered, falling dead to the deck 
floor. 

His body had five pistol wounds and 20 cutlass 
and knife cuts. 

Edward Teach's head was cut off and carried hack 
to Virginia on the bowspirit of Tbe Pearl. It was 
placed on a tall pole in Hampton as a warning to 
other pirates. 

It is believed that BlacUeard's treasure is hidden 
in various places along the coasts of Virginia and 
North Carolina. In 1928 treasnre believed to be 
Blackbeard's was discowred near Plom Point on the 
Pamlico River in North Carolina, ^qiposedly, the 
treasure contained the water soaked skull of Bbck- 
beard's seventh wife.
